v Washington — 'Top U.S. intelligem-e offi- 
aak suspected but never proved that fildei 
Castro might have been a factor in Lee Harvey. 
Oswald’s assassination of President John P, 
Kennedy, according to doe of the CIA docu- 
ments made public yesterday. 

The Central Intelligence Agency view was 
outlined in a J9?5 letter to the director of a 
presidential ^commission 'that investigated the 
Kennedy administration's abortive plots to 
kill the Cohan leader in the months preceding 
Kennedy’s death in Dallas on Nm. 22, 1063. 

In the month before Kennedy was killed, 
Oswald contacted the Soviet and Cuban Em- 
bassies during a visit f© Mexico City,, and 
those telephone conversations were intercept- 
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< d and recorded by the CIA.

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Both the Castro government and the 
Soviet Union denied .any involvement 
with the assassination of Kennedy, In 
addition, a Soviet KGB defector told the 
CIA i ts 1 084 that bis intelligence service 
viewed Oswald as "mentally unstable.” 
But there has been no inside account, of 
Cuban intelligence operations. . 

In 1964, 'the presidential commission 
headed by Chief Justice Earl Warren 
concluded that Oswald, acting alone, 
killed Kennedy, Even , though funner 
CIA Director Allen Dulles was a mem- 
ber of the Warren Commission, the 
panel was not fold of the series of at- 
tempts on Castro’s life t hat were direct- 
ed by the CIA, The agency had sought 
out Mafia leaders with ties to Cuba to 
carry out the assassination attempts. 

In hindsight 1 1 years later, the CIA 
told Belin that there was -"great signifi- 
cance” in a Castro -interview with The 
..Associated Press published in Septem- 
ber, 3063, Complaining about U.S.-sup- 
ported raids on Cuba, Castro said, 
"U.S. leaders should think that if they 
.are aiding terrorist plans to .eliminate 
Cuban leaders, they themselves will not 
...bo safe.” 
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his identification with Castro and the 
Cuban revolution,” the CIA said.
